Afl(U' 
the ilissoliition sojiuratt! stores were 
owned and jnanaged by Oollins and 
.JesHo (Irant nntil 1801, when the for- 
mer Rold out to Vj. II. Torkins, who 
formed a (M)])artiiei'sliip with the 
(irants, the (inn imnu^ b(ung (irant iV 
I'erkins. In IK-fiO the (Irant leather 
store was maiuiged by Simpson (J rant, 
as-sistod by his brother, Orvillc, the 
fatlier never having permanently re- 
sided in Oiilona. Himpson was com- 
pellod, by rca.wn of ill health, to re- 
tir(> going to Ohio for n year and snb- 
R<|nently to Minnesota, wlioi'e lie soon 
di(Ml. *l'he body was brought back to 
(Jalena and interred in (ireenwood 
(!(>metery, where it now rests, the 
grave being marked by a beantifnl 
stono orcct.(Ml to his memory by his 
brother, (lonoral. Tiio latter, who 
ill 1«59, was plain " Captain" (Jrnnt, 
came to (faloiia at the i-0((ue8fc of \\\» 
father to assist Orville. Jlis family, 
who ilid not accomimny him at liret, 
followiul soon .•i,ft(ir ami took iij) their 
abode iii a small tenement liouso on 
Klk streiit, which fact seems to have 
dropped out of the mi'mory of iriost 
of thej)(\ople here. 'I'his was shortly 
thcr(!aitor va(!ateil, when they moved 
into ft two-Htory rosidcMicn on High st., 
which still stands and is the chiof ob- 
ject of interest to tourists vi.siting this 
historic little city. They paid rent 
for it at the rat(! of ^10 a monlli, and 
fnrniHhe<I it in the plainest maniKU', 
liR anything like luxury with them 
w.'iH not to be thought of at that time. 
Mrs. tJnmt, posseHsing naturally a ro- 
lined nature, and having shown an 
aptitude for the position of wife and 
mother ever since she assumed the rc- 
sponsihilitioBof tlioeu important sta- 
tions, set herself to work to make hor 
liiimbh? home it happy on<>, at least to 
herself and husband, and in this nhe 
was eminently successful. The 
house, thanks to her good las(,o and 
matronly genius, was brightened up 
in many ways ; the childron wore al- 
ways kept ;iieat and clean ; Mrs. 
(Irant heraolf, altlioiigli never coiispi- 
cuously attir<(d, was always found 
dressed in the best of tiiste and in a 
manner helitting her position as a 
lady.. The Captain, too, always ap- 
peared in (dotluts which bore evidenc(! 
uf having had careful brushing and 
ineiiding, if not cut and made up ex- 
iMitly in the latest i'aris fashion. In 
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short, the family was a model one, 
and Mrs. Crant was not long in in- 
gratiating hers(^lf into the good graces 
of her neighbors, which included 
.some of the best people of the city. 
Among these were the family of the 
lat(^ Ii. iS. Ii'elt, who were always in- 
timiile with th(>m. At one time, dur- 
ing rant's second term as President, 
there was talk of his aj)poiuting Mr. 
Felt to the Secretaryship of the Trea- 
.sury, as a reward for tlu^ friendship of 
the latter tow.'ird the Grant family in 
the days of tlu'ir adversity, and had 
he done so ho would liave niad<! ii 
most judicious sele(5l.ion, as Mi. I<'elt 
had the reputation of being one of 
the best linaiusiers in the West. A 
mark of (i(Mieral Orant's gratitude to 
th(^ Felt family wjis also shown in the 
invitation to Miss Kittio helt (now 
Mrs. .ludgo Moses Hallett, of Denver) 
to accompany himself and wife on 
their trip to Cuba and Mexico, which 
courtesy was very gratefully accepted. 
Mrs. (Jrant was souKnvhat exclusive! 
during the early part of iier residence 
ill Oalena. She knew lliat the family 
wouhl (inil it im])oasibl(\ to kw\^ \\\i 
a|)[)i'araiices on her husliaiid's meagre 
salary — which at that time was only 
♦40 a month — should they mingle to 
any ext(uit in society, and she tluu-e- 
fore very wisely confined herself to a 
very select coterie of friends, whose 
company she always ap|)eared to be 
supremely hai)]>y. It is fact, too, be- 
fore his re-entry into the army during 
the rebellion, he was exct^edingly re 
tired in disposition and made but few 
aci|iiaintance8. His duties at the 
(irant & Collins leather store were 
multifarious, lie was clerk, upper 
[lorter, hide buyer, book keeper and 
general utility man. He did his 
work faithfully and elllcienlly it i.s 
said, and actually earned trelilc the 
salary he was I'ccciving. When not 
at work he was always either away by 
himself in the store, or a listenc^r in 
the company of others, the establish- 
ment having been a gfeat place of \\\- 
sort for leading citi/.ens of leisure, at 
that time. Ho seldom took j)ait in 
any conversation unless it referred 
to army life, or tiie hostile attitude of 
the South toward the North. A gen- 
tleman who lived on the Hill, near 
(irant, tohl your correspondent that 
he had frequently met " the (Japtain" 
going to and from his meals, had talk- 
eil to him and received nothing but 
moiiosyllaliies for his answers, and 
did not know, nor could lu^ learn by 
iiHpiiry, who ho was, until occasion 
re(]ired him to make a purchase at 
the leather store in which Orant was 
employed. Mr. Dennis K,ocliford, 
wholesale grocer and pork packer of 
this city, relates to your correspon- 
dent an amusing story also illustra- 
tive of the retiring nature of the groat 
soldier. Jii tho winter of 1803 Cap- 
tain (irant was em])loy(!d by his firm 
to buy dressed hogs on tlie Oalena 
market for 8hi])ment to Cincinnati. 
l?y some means unknown to the other 
speculators he succeeded in purchas- 
ing the fattest hogs hrouglit in by 
farmers, thus exciting the jealously 
ami gaining for him.scif the enmity of 
his comjictitors, among whom was 
Mr. Kocliforil himself, who !al)or<!d 
uiidcM' tluMuistaken idea that (iraiilr 
was a resident of SoiiMicrn Wisconsin, 
and that he had no license to buy 
pork in this city. A complaint was 
therefore entered against him by 
liochford, and a warrant for his ar- 
rest placed at once in the hands of 
the (City Marshal. Tho olTending 
pork buyer was seen to enter the 
store of (irant it J'erkins, and thither 
the olllcor of the law rcp.iired armed 
with the legal i>roco88. Tho marshal 
boldly Jmarchod into the establish- 
ment, and, observing his man com- 
fortably seated near the stove in tho 
back i)ait of the room, ho plied Mr. 
I'erkiiis with (jucstions concerning 
his identity, and was informed that 
llio man ho was about to arrest was 
an emj)loye of the (inn ami a son of 
Jesse \l. 4 (irant. Tho disconilltod 
oflicial witlidiow soon uflor, luul ro- 
tiinied the process with tho indorse- 
ment, " Unserviceable," on the back 
tl 10 roof. 

Notli withstanding his 



appa,ront ex- 
treme tacitiirniiy, (irant had his boon 
companions in (Jalena before the war. 
They included .John K. Smith, at 
that time a jowelier of this city and a 
colonel on (Joveriior Yatt^s' military 
staff, who entered the late war as the 
commander of a regiment, rose to the 
rank of bi-igadier general, eiilered the 
regular army at the close of the war 
as a colomd, and is now on the retired 
list, .lasper A. Maltby, a gunsmith, 
who WU8 among the (irst (.o jirolfer his 
servicoH to the Oovornment when 
troojjH were calhvi for, and who was 
breveted to the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral in ISCi.'J. At (he close of the war 



(icneral Maltby settled in Vicksbnrg 
and was elected Mayor of that city. 
He died of disease just at the very 
time wlien tho coniniand of a division 
awaited him, and was brought to Ga- 
lena for interment. Among (irant's 
early (iaieiia friends were also O. V>. 
Ujisoii, a watchmaker of (ialena, who 
still resides hero and works as he did 
when (!(\neral Grant was no more 
than lie was liiin.solf in tho scale of 
human greatness. John A. llawlins, 
at that tiino a brilliant young lawyer, 
who afterward became (i rant's _cliief 
of stalT, and suli.squently at the close 
of the Ifebellioii his Seoretiiry of War; 
(ieneral W. I>. b'owley, then (Jounty 
(Hoik of .lo Daviess county and siib- 
He(iu(>nt,ly and during the war a mem 
ber of Gnuit's military staff; .John 
C. (Jaidorwood, now a livery and coal 
dealer of Giilena, and one or two 
others now dead. It was tho custom 
of this little club of friends to meet 
at a certain room in tho Do Sota 
House — since and for the reason meii- 
tioiuMl an object of interest to travel- 
lers or tourists sojourning at the liot.el 
— and enjoy tlienis(>lves at cards, 
whist and old sledge lieing the princi- 
pal games played. ' I have becfn told 
by some of his former associates that, 
during those days Grant was not an 
intemperate man ; that be could not 
bo induced to gamble even for the ci- 
gars, and that he always kept reason- 
ably early hours. 

The story of how Grant (irst came 
to enter the army at tho breaking out 
of the Uebellion has fi'e(|uently boon 
told by writers unacquainted with the 
circtimsiances, and as a result no ac- 
curate account has ever boon given to 
the public. J<]von his aufhorized 
historians have omitted to chronicle 
the true narrative relating lo this im- 
])ortant era of his career. At the 
breaking out of the war the General, 
as heretofore stated, was a clerk in 
his father's leather store in (iaiona. 
Ho was profoundly interested in the 
events then being enacted, and very 
desirous of entering the army. His 
natural dididenoo, however, prevented 
him from iiroffering his services to (Go- 
vernor VatOvS, who was sorely in noeil 
of an experienced military .advi.ser. 
Caiitaiii (irant was called upon to 
and did preside over one of tho (irst 
wjir meetings held in (ralona after 
Mncoln's proclamation for troops. 
Ho also accompanied his friends .John 
A. Ilawlins and W. U. llowloy, who 
took an active part in enlistments, to 
neighboring towns in .Jo Daviess coun- 
ty, where war meetings were to bo 
lield. On one occasion, a few days 
after Sumter had been fired on, Grant 
and his two friends above named were 
on their way homo from an enthusias- 
tic war meeting in the village of Han- 
over, fourteen miles from here. 'I'he 
General was silent most of the way, 
and but once did ho volunteer to take 
part in tho conversation, and that 
was to dispute the ])osition tnkon by 
Uawlins, viz., that tho Itebellion of 
the South did not amount to much, 
and that the Confederates would 
throw down their anns before the 
(irst ap^)cal•anco of Northern troops. 
" Ilawlins," .said Gi-ant, with no little 
earnestness, combined with groat 
gravity, "you will find that you have 
mistaken the tomi>or and i)luck of 
tho Southern people, I tell you— and 
mark the prediction — the "war will 
not bo short-lived, but will bo a pro- 
longed struggle, costing thousands of 
lives and millions of money." With 
wliat clearly propliotic vision Grant 
looked into tho future, tho terribly 
sanguinary and costly events which 
followed substantiated in a most re- 
markalile manner. (irant's desire 
to enter the army w.'is one 
of the ,il longest nature, yet 
he failed, [or some reason, to 
seek for, nor was ho tondorod a posi- 
tion in any of the various military or 
gauizations formed bore, owing, no 
doubt, to his unwillingness to put 
liiinsolf forw.'ird, and further fact that 
there wore many others who were as 
aspiring as liimselt and far less dilVi- 
dcnl. Tho time liamo, however, 
when his services were domandod by 
the exigencies consofpiont upon the ra- 
iiid raising of troops in a State utter- 
ly unprovided for such an event sis 
tlie lining of the (piota required of Il- 
linois. FiX-Miuister Washburnc, tlien 
Congressman for this district, had re- 
turned to his home in this city from 
Springlleld. whither he had gone to 
confer with Governor Yates on the 
siibje(!t of the onlistmont and mnstor- 
iiig of voluiitoors. The capital was 
crowded with soldiers unassigned to 
regiments, and there was no master 
hand to direct and superintend the or- 
ganization of troops. Mr. Washburue 
returned disheartened and on detail- 
ing the condition of alTairs to his 
friend, General (then County Clerk) 



W. 11. Ilowley, he was advised by the 
latter to solicit Captain tirant's assist- 
ance in tho emergency. Washburno. 
who had lu'eviously thought of (irant, 
regarded tho .'■■n i with great 

favor, and at'.;. -.o sei out for 

the (irant leather st;oro, whore they 
found tho Captain and laid before 
him the condition of afTairs at Spring- 
field, and obtained from him a prom- 
ise to accompany Washburno to tho 
State capital on the following day. 
(irant was not guaranteed a position, 
for none was at the disposal of ('on- 
gre.ssman Washburue ; but tho latter 
agreed to present iiim to Mr. Yates 
and use his best endeavors to secure 
for him a satisfactory appointment. 
Agreo:iblo to the arrangement Mr. 
Washburno and Captain Grant, ac- 
companied by Mr. Ji. H. McClollan 
and. Mr. .John K. Smith, of Galena, 
sot out on the succeeding day for 
Springliold. Arriving there the" Cap- 
tain, as soon as circumstances would 
permit, was presented to (lovernor 
Yates, who iironii^itly assigned him to 
tiie duty of organizing regiments and 
directing the military affairs of the 
State, This task, which, without the 
assistance of an experienced hand, 
could not have been accomplished, 
was systematically and quickly per- 
forintjjl, and regiment af'cr regiment 
was sent forward to join the rapidly 
increasing army of tho JTnion. 'J'he 
Military Department of the State hav- 
ing boon put upon a good footing and 
the machinery for the further recep- 
tion and assignment of volunteers set 
in i>roi)er motion by Grant, he regard- 
ed his duties as accomplislicd, and so 
informed the (iovornor, after which 
he went to Cincinnati to solicit an ap- 
pointment under General McClollan. 
Wiiile he was at Cincinnati, and al- 
most n|)on the moment of his arrival, 
ho received a telegraph frdui (iovornor 
Yalea, of Illinois, to return at once 
to tho State and take command of tho 
'I' won t.y- first Regiment of Illinois in- 
fantry, then staiiontjil at Siattoon. It 
may bo said here that almost simul- 
taneously with tho offer. of (Jovernor 
Yates to Grant, (iovornor Dcnnison, 
of Ohio, tendered the General the 
command of a regiment of that 
State, and that possibly but 
for the reception of Yates' telegraph 
first, Illinois might have been dojirivod 
of honors that, she has reaped by rea- 
son of the record won by the great 
soldier. (<rant jiromptly complied 
with the Yates despatch, and reach- 
ing Springliold was given his commis- 
sion as colonel and repaired at once 
to Mattoon. Ho found the regiment, 
which was made up of a rough, un- 
ruly sot of men, in a state of utter in- 
subordination. They had defied tho 
authority of their commander, (Jolo- 
nel Blood, a member of the state mi- 
litia, and wore on tho ooint of riot at 
the time of the jirrival (Jrant, terror- 
izing tho citztns of Mattoon by their 
presence. Grant's fust movem'ent on 
taking command of the Twenty-first 
was to announce to them that tho 
slightest act of insubordination would 
1)0 jiromptly and .severely punished ; 
tho next was to march them across 
tho country to the Mississippi llivor, 
and to inaugurate a disciidino so 
strict that he soon made soldiers of 
his men, and no attempt at insubor- 
dination was made by any member of 
tho organization so Jong as he had 
command of it. 

One of the many absurdly false 
stories relating to (J rant, which have 
become part of popular tradition, is 
that when he was made colonel he did 
not have the means with which to pur- 
chase a horse and aecoutrements, and 
that his father having refused to give 
him the ;monoy he wiis comj)fllod to 
borrow it of a fW^wd, whorn lie never 
repaid. The truth is that the outfit 
could not advantagooihsly lie bought 
without the gold, which conld not he 
obtained short of tho bank. He ac- 
cordingly gave his no.to indorsed hy 
J'i, A. Collins and Samnol Hughlotto, 
and receiving the specie puicha.sod 
with it a horse of .John C, Caldor- 
wood, in this city, and other nocossa- 
rios demanded by liis ])ositioii. The 
note was paid in full some timo before 
it became due, tho mojiey having 
been sent by (irant to his friends, 
by Major liowley, for that purpose. 
N our correspondent hivs been shown 
the letter of instruction written by 
(Jrant while at ('airo, 

Tho citizens of Galen!> have always 
entertained for tho Great lioro the 
most profound affection. Mis perfect 
simplicity and modesty have served 
to endear him to the people hero who 
have had 8|>eciHl advantages for 
studying his character. In tdie sum- 
mer of ISO:?, a8 a mark of their ap- 
preciation of his inestimable services 
to the country as a soldier, ho was 
presented by tho iwoploof this connty 



with a costly and magnificent sword, 
which is among tho relics recently 
turned over hy Yanderbilt to the 
(government. It was elaborate in do- 
sign, the grasp and guard being 
ornamontod with classical emblems re- 
presenting highly-finished heads of 
Jupiter, Mars, Mercury, and Minerva. 
The grasp was inlaid with tortoise- 
shell and hold in ]»lacc by gold studs. 
'I'hc iiommel was handsomely finished 
and encircled by a ring ofiliamonds 
costing |!l,4()0, which were set in 
piire gold. Underneath the circle of 
diamonds was a shield bearing the 
motto, "Sic Floret Kopublica." On 
the crossguard is tho following inscri|j 
tion : — "Jo. Daviess County, Illinois, 
to Major-Gener.il Ulysses "S. (Jrant. 
tho Hero of the Mississippi." The 
sword also bears ihe names and dates 
of the battles during the Mexican war 
and tho War of the Jlebellion in 
which the recipient had up to that 
time borne a part. An elaborate and 
costly inscribed address w.as also pro 
aented him by the people of the 
country and a beautiful, though not 
pretentious, brick residence, furnish- 
ed throughout, was given to him at 
the close of the war by some of his 
more intimate friends and admirers 
in this city. This ho owned at his 
death, and occupied from timo to 
time since the close of the llcbollion. 
That mighty and prolonged struggle 
over, crowned with the lustre ho'liad 
achieved, (ieneral (irant returned to 
his home in this city. Proud of his 
name and fame, his fellow citizens 
welcomed him in a most imposing 
manner, and every demonstration of 
joy. Triuniph.ll arches wore erected 
m his honor; business houses and 
private residonco were dra])ed with 
red, white and blue, and tho nation's 
ensign fioated from hundreds of 
housetops. A monster procession 
escorted tho conquering hero to tho 
grand arch at the corner of Main and 
Qrcoii streets, whore an iippropriate 
address was delivered by Mr. E. 15. 
Washburne. The roar of cannon and 
bands of music were part of the de- 
monstration, and in tho evening the 
whole city was illnminated and a 
magnificent display of fire-works 
added brilliancy lo tho scene. This 
grand pageant and night display was 
fully duplicated in Galena on tho re- 
turn to this city of (Jrant from his 
tour around the world, when more 
than 30,000 people from home and 
abroad gave liini welcome.

NyaciC, N. Y., July 28.— On the 
banks of tho Hackensack, in New- 
York State, about six miles above 
Nyaok, where the Hackensack is but 
a shallortf stream and may bo forded 
at almost any spot, a mound rises 
about throe foot from tho ground, 
and the attention of tho pa.sscr-by iik 
called to it by smoke which issues 
from it throngh an aperture in the 
top. 

I'lifit mound is tho resilience of a 
character known as tho " Hermit of 
tho Hackensack." 

Though ho has dwelt in that one 
spot for more than eight years, his 
existence, so exclusive has been his 
life, is known but to comparatively 
few i)0ople except in the neighbor- 
hood of the place. 

A reporter visited the hermit 
at liis underground habitation 
yesterday afternoon. Tho man was 
not at home and the .reporter sat on 
the grass in front of the mound ami 
waited the return of the recluse. 

The stillness wi\s broken by tho 
sound of a J)oat being paddled down 
tho crook, .\ftor an hour's wait tho 
reporter was rewarded for his pa- 
tience. A very short and very dirty 
figure was soon climbing up tho bank 
from the creek where he had left his 
bDat. 

A DESC'UllTION OF THK MAN. 

The figure was that of a man un- 
der five foot in height. In one hand 
ho carried a string of fish and in the 
other his fishing tackle. His clothes 
consisted of a sliirt which had proba- 
bly been white at one timo, a pair of 
shoes through which his toes protrud- 
ed, and a pair of jiantaloons and a 
jacket of coarse material with fringe 
on them about two inches long, 'i'he 
man's head was small and round, and 
two small fish-like eyes blinked 
throngh a mass of tangled brown 
hair which covered iiis face ; tho nose 
was fiat and spread out like a negro's. 

" Fine day." romarkett the report- 
er with his most insinuating smile. 
Something like a griyit was tho re- 
ply- 

" Nice string of fisli you have 
there,'" continued tho soriln^. Tho lit-

Some months ago, " Hubbie " w.as 
invited by Hon. D. S. liichardson, of 
this city, to visit the Dan vers InHano 
Asylum of which ho is a trustee, but 
owinj; to circumstances tlio writer did 
not get any opporttmity to go there, 
until the morning of the 7th inst., 
when he accompanied the gentleman 
and his son to the Asylum. 

As the steam cars that carried us, 
rolled fast more or less, looking 
through the windows, there were 
beautiful views of hills, high or low, 
with numerous farms on the lop, side 
or foot. The writer's attention was 
called lo several large buildings 
standing close together on the top of 
a low hill which is the State Alms- 
liouse, or better known as the Towks- 
bury Almshouse, that raised General 
Butler farther up into fame during 
the great investigation. 

Upon our arrival at Peabody, we 
had to change cars, when we had to 
wait fifteen minutes. Meanwhile Mr. 
Richardson took us to the P<'abody 
Institute, but as the doors were lock- 
ed, wo could not get in. Tliis Insti 
tution was named after Geo. Pea 
body, of London. It has a large 
library, recently enlarged at the ex- 
pense of Mrs. Sutton, in memory of 
her little son, also a portrait of (^aeeii 
Victoria, given to Mr. Peabody by the 
(jueen for his generosity to the Lon- 
don Poor. 

Upon our return we took tlie train, 
arriving at the Asylum Station in 
fifteen minutes, and there a carriage 
sent for that piirpo.ie took us to 
the top of a hill, where an immense 
building of brick, with numerous 
wings recently jiainted a bright red 
color, overlooking tf)wns, cities, IiIIIh, 
etc., for a distance of thirty miles or 
more. 

On the way up, we caught a glimpse 
of the first crank coming down for a 
walk. lie appeared as if he was cold, 
shivering from head to foot, with his 
hands in his side pockets, and his 
hat ever his ears and no»o, while that 
day was fjuito warm. 

After our ari-ival at the building, 
we began our "inspection" in the 
etigine-honse, which has eight furnaces 
that give eight hundred iiiniates com 
fort during the winter, and also two 
large paddle wheels. The wheels, 
when revolving at a rajnd rat«j, "inhale" 
the fresh air from out doors and " ox 
hale" it through long tunnels and 
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help and encourage. A dollar sent to

ts of the building, 
filling eight hundred pairs of lungs 
with fresh air. On the way to the 
.Superintendent's office, we went 
through the rooms, where bakers 
make eight hundred loaves of bread 
daily. The day being Frid.'iy, cooks 
were dressing hundreds of fish, in 
mates peeling potatoes, washint; and 
ironing clothes, and in the last room 
were inmates making scrub brushes, 
under the charge of a noted insane 
man, Mr. Freeman, who claimed to 
have been inspired by the Lord, caus 
ing tho sacrifice of his littlo son, and 
sentenced U) the Asylum for life. 

At tho office, Mr. Itichardson was 
furnished with the keys lo unlock the 
doors of any wing that he might 
desire to show us through. Wo w<!nt 
through from wing to wing so many 
times that it would require me to 
make a long account of it, but space 
would not |)fcnnil " llubbie " to do so, 
so the writer must make it hk brief as 
po8ail>le. 

The inmates of botii r.*-,^' n ;K;ted in 
all ways that we should think they 
were better minics than the ones on 
the stage, for they were impersonat- 
ing .actors, lawyers, school boys, etc , 
almost faultlessly. 

Nearing the end, Mr. Tlichardson 
introduced tho writer lo a deaf mute 
lunatic, Mr. Lally, whose name he has 
often hoard spokim of in Boston as 
a respectable fellow antl the son of a 
wealthy man in South Boston.

The faithful and beloved Matron of 
tho Home for Aged and Inlirm Deaf- 
MutcH, ended her earthly laboru of 
love, after a short illness, on Thurs- 
day, July 30th, 1H85, in tho C7tli year 
of her ago. She was an only child. 
Her parenl,s wore; dovolod to her and 
carefully trained her to be a follow<!r 
of the Saviour, fiho returned their 
love and devotion in a remarkable way, 
and continued to them after they had 
becin taken to their roHt. When Miss 
Middliiton wos about 21 years old, her 
parents bronglit her to tin's country 
from England. After various vicissi- 
tudes, she and her widowed mother 
were invited by several benevolent wo- 
men to take charge of a Christian 
Homo for young men, on moderate 
salaries, at No. 220 East Thirteenth 
Street. New York City. llev. Dr. 
Gailaudet was interested in this pro 
ject and tried to niidjo it succtioil.

On Thursday there was a 
largo turnout to view the remains 
which were lying in slate in City Hall, 
and before darkness had set in they 
had passed by his bier and out through 
the sable corridors of City Hall. 
Those who gazed on his features 
were Messrs. E. A. Hodgson, T. F. 
Fo.x, G. C. W. Gamiigo, Supervisor 
Emmons, Wm. F. Durian, W. H. 
Rose, Freddy Baars and Riohard R. 
Tweed. There may have been others, 
but tho only graduate we saw passing 
the Corinthian pillars was James P. 
Donohue. 

Early Saturday morning, tho mutes 
from all places stationed themselves 
at- various points along the line of 
march, and although the solid pack 
of huin.anity was ten miles in length, 
a large number were fortunate to gel 
a distinct look at all tho great men of 
to day who followed in solemn march 
the catafalque on which the purple 
casket was conveyed. It is unneces- 
sary to mention 'hero the names of 
the mutes who saw the procession, for 
where is ho or she who would not 
be proud to claim the honor of being 
witnessors of the greiitost funeral in 
tho history of the United States if it 
were in their power to do so.

keeps under surveillance over two hun- 
dred boys liy his stern command ; 
Thodoro I. Louusbury, who is protect- 
ed l>v a reporter's badge ; Anthony 
Capelli, who slings small pica for a 
living ; W. H. Rose who usually com 
mands the crow and is responsible 
for the safety of the hdai ; Keiswetter, 
whose feet were considerably enlarged, 
while tramping in Chicago, and 
others. The famous side wheel man- 
of-war Powhatan, with a line of other 
boats of the Navy, liiy at anchor and 
had just fired the sunset gun, as we 
pulled up to the dock at Riverside.

EniToii Jot'RNAL : — It is our very 
painful duty to call the attention of 
your readers to the following horrible 
article, published in the Flint Dmli/ 
Nev'it of August 3 : — 

" Saturday afternoon, at about 5 
o'clock, a ♦ special,' running ahead 
of No. 8, on tho F. & P. M., ran over 
Daisy Kennedy, a deaf-mute daughter 
of Thomas Kennedy, at Mt. Morris 
Station, and killed her instantly. 

" 3Iiss Daisy had been to one of tho 
neighbors' for some milk, and was re- 
turning with the pitcher in her hand, 
and reading a newspaper which was 
spread over the top of the pitcher. 
She was walking along very leisurely 
in the direction of the track, when first 
seen, and tho engineer, not knowing 
her to bo a deaf mute, supposed she 
saw tho train appro.iching, and paid 
little attention to her .aside from ring 
ing the boll as an alarm for the cross- 
ing. She, however, did not see the 
approaching train, and stepped on the 
track directly in front of it. In an in- 
stant hor head was completely sever- 
ed from the body, and her body ter- 
ribly mangled, and fragments scatter- 
ed about the track. The sight was 
sickening and horrible beyond tho 
imagination of those who did not wit 
noss it. " 

" Station Agent Grobe was driving 
along tho road behind Miss Kennedy 
when she met her death, but not re- 
cognizing her, he, like tho engineer, 
supposed her to know of the ap 
proaching train. As it came nearer, 
however, and she did not seem to pay 
any attention to it, he called to her, 
and sprang out and ran to prevent her 
from going further, but before he 
could reach her, she was on the track, 
and the locomotive struck her, in 
stanlly killing her almost within his 
reach. The accident was a great 
shock to every one in Jilt. Morris, 
where she was very much liked and 
well known. 

" Miss Daisy was a pupil at the In- 
stitution in this city, and her death 
will be greatly felt by many friends 
here. She was home for her summer 
vacation. She was but sixteen years 
old, and a very bright and pretty 
girl." 

Miss Daisy Kennedy, the youngest' — 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Kennedy, was born in Mt. Morris, on 
the 26th of December, 1869. She 
went to the Flint School in the fall of 
1877, and was home for her summer 
vacation. She was a real liandsome 
and very bright and promising girl, 
and possessed a very nice and smooth 
complexion, and was of a kind and 
loving disposition. Her unexpected 
and sudden death will be a source of 
much sorrow to her many friends and 
classmates. D.iisy's last words ever 
spoken to her sister, Margaret L., al- 
so a mute, wore " It is cool for skat- 
ing," in linger alphabet, just going 
after some milk. The newspaper she 
read while attempting to cross the 
track was " The Signs of the Times." 
The funeral was held in the Baptist 
Church at Mt. Morris, six miles north 
of Flint, at ono o'clock, Monday after- 
noon, August 3d. Tho church was 
crowded ; many wore compelled to 
stand up in the door hall. Rov. Mr. 
Cameron officiated at the services, and 
his brilliant but sympathetic nnd im- 
pressive elo<|uonoe drew tears from 
many persons' eyes, even men, and one 
lady fainted. The following is a 
synopsis of his sermon : " He doeth 
all things well ; He maketh the deaf 
to hear and the dumb to speak." It 
was a matter of regret that no one was 
present to translate into sign langu.age 
tor L^aisy's sister and friends. The 
engineer ami fireman of the fatal train, 
R. R Company's lawyer and 
despatcher, who had sympathy 
with her folks, were at the funeral 
services. Tho casket was very nicely 
and costly made, covered with dra 
pory. The dress Daisy was buried in 
was of white ; on the feet were prized 
slippers that wer<> won by D.aisy in a 
skating coi\r8e in Mt. Morris a few- 
weeks ago. At the head of the C4i8- 
ket was a floral anchor, contributed by 
the Flint mutes ; at the middle, beau- 



tiful floral cross and horse shoe, from 
Mrs. Kennedy's friends : and at tho 
foot, lovely floral pillow, bearing her 
name "Daisy" in flower letters, re 
niembered by her dear friends. 

Six young girls, with white dresses, 
acted as i>all-boarers ; their assistants 
were Profs. Willis Hubbard and J. J. 
Buchanan, Messrs. John Ansbrow, 
Fred Wilcox, C. C. Colby, and Prof. 
Dick Adams, Daisy's instructor in 
skating. 

Miss Rebecca Aberdee and her mo- 
ther, Mrs. Wilcox, mother of Fred, 
and Miss Eftie A. llitchcoek, all of 
Flint, attended the funeral. 

Daisy will be sadly missed at the 
school by her friends. She leaves one 
brother, one sister, an<l parents. They 
have the deepest sympathy of their 
numerous friends in their sad bereave- 
ment, o.

cause it cannot outstrip them : the 
rival of Jonrdan— the friend of The- 
rosqu, an actor, in the days of Octo- 
ber, the 20tlJ of June, and the 10th of 
Auguhl - Maillard ap])ointed himself 
tl]fr<xfccnlioncr of the people. He 
loved blood : he bore about heads ; he 
displayed hearts ; he cut up corpses. 
He now di8playe<l a certain impartiali- 
ty in his vengeance and moilcration in 
murder. He no longer executed with 
his own hands : he left that t^) his sub 
f>rdinat<'8 and disputed with his con- 
science before he surrended them their 
victims. Such was Mail lard. He 
had just returned from the cavines, 
where he had organizcl the massacre.
